DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 19-35 were pending in the case at the time of the mailing of the previous office 
Action. Claims 25, 26, and 31 have been cancelled and new claims 36-43 added by the latest 
amendment filed 2-13-2004. Claims 19-24, 27-30, and 32-43 are pending and have been 
examined. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed on 2-4-1999 are acceptable subject to correction of the informalities 
indicated on the "Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review," PTO-948 attached to the 
Office Action of paper 15. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is 
required in reply to the Office action. The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 19-24, 27-30, and 32-43 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field, Lorentz (US 5,799,201), singly and in reasonable 
combination with the other prior art in the field, does not teach the features of the claimed 
invention as found in independent claims 19, 34, and 43 of a processor and a method using it 
where the processor contains a security module that determines a security context that relates to 
at least one source of a data stream and a destination for the data stream when encrypted, where

the security context is stored by in buffer memory for access by the processor, all in combination 
with the other limitations found in the independent claims.
